Crime, charity, parental love, humor 
ana law, were strangely blended in a 
series of stories revealed in a num- 
ber of cases at the police court this 


morning following the raiding of a 
house by the police early this morning. 
The center of the scence was iaid at the 
Dundee Rooming House on Fraser ave- 
nue, the proprietor of which, George 
Korey, appeared charged as being the 
keeper of a bawdy house and with hav- 
ing illegally sold liquor to persons 
therein. On the first charge he was 
convicted and fined $100 and costs or 
three, months hard labor, and on the 
second charge was fined $150 and costs 
or three months Imprisonment, sen- 
tences to run concurrently, 

This house has been under the sur- 
velllance of the police for sometime 
and on more than one occasion has 
been visited by them, and several girls 
of questionable character taken away 
from there and dealt with in court or 
otherwise, A number of girls of un- 
enviable reputation, well known to the 
police, were numbered umong these. 
The case of one, however, was some- 
what varied from the others, When 
arrested she explained that she was 
broke and had to have money that she 
might eat, and begged the detectives 
not to take her to the station, She 
was taken however, and her case men- 
tioned to the Salvation Army, who were 
successful in being given charge of the 
girl and also the man with whom she 
wus found, and through the {Influence 
of the army officials the couple were 
happily married this morning and have 
Kone to the country to start Hfe anew. 

In the raid at the same house early 
today, Annie Wallman and Alice Miul- 
vaney were brought in, In company 
with George and Frank Smith, © Be- 
fore the magistrate this morning they 
could not deny having been found in 
this bawdy house and were given severe 
warning by the court and allowed Just 
24 hours to get out of the city, under 
penalty of imprisonment If not obeying 
that order. But Alice Mulvaney was 
the more fortunate of the pair. She 
{s from Red Deer and her father hap- 
pened to be In Edmonion today and ap- 
peared in court to ask that his daughter 
might be given another chance, and 
return home with him) This the court 
agreed to do, and her head hung low 
and her face paled as the court told her 
she should be more than ashamed to 
stand before her own father on such 
an occasion, 

In this same case the evidence of De- 
tectives Fryant, Roberts and Kroning 
went to show that Forcy on more than 
one occasion had offered to bribe the 
detectives to keep them away from his 
house Once he had said, “I've pald 
$1,200 for this house and I’ve got to 
make expenses out of it somehow, and 
1 can't afford to turn anyone down that 
comes up for a room,” It was shown 
that he did knowingly admit persons of 
Guestionable character to occupy his 
rooms, 

On the Hquor charge, not a little 
humor provoked the court and audience 
when counsel for the defense, E. Jack- 
son, waxed fluent In his defense and 
argument, relating in strange terms of 
connubial bliss and the simple life. A 
number of bottles of the wet goods 
were produced in court as evidence.

Geneva, June 25.—Enrico Malatesta, 
the Itallan anarchist whom the Italian 
government has been seeking to arrest 
in connection with the recent revolu- 
tionary risings in Italy, has succeeded 
in making his escape. Malatesta, who 
organized the plot to establish a re- 
publican rule, was the leader of the 
janarchists at Ancona, where the first 
demonstration occurred June 7, which 
resulted in the general strike.

GOVERNMENT FINANCE 
POLICY. CHALLENGED 


Laborites Declare They Will 
Abstain from Voting Against 
Amendment. 


London, Eng., June 25—Tonight's di- 
vision in the house of commons, chal- 
lenging the government's finance pol- 
icy, promises much interest. Even the 
liberals admit. much uneasiness, while 
the laborites declare that they will ab- 
stain from voting against the opposi- 
tion’s amendment which regrets the 
absence of imperial grants to local au- 
thorities, The government, however, 
with the Irish’ vote behind them, will 
probably hos» 50 ‘mafority. Next Wed- 
nesday will see the Dame rule amending 
bill before the house of lords for sec- 
ond reading, The unionist leaders are 
having daily conferences regarding the 
amending proposals they will submit 
during the second reading. Some un- 
fonist peers favor rejecting the bill al- 
together, but this course is decidedly 
disapproved by the party leaders whose 
line of campaign is. to offer sugges- 
tlons for amendment and leave the go- 
vernment the responsibility of rejecting 
or approving. More than six months 
ago the Canadian, Associated Press di- 
rected attention to the apathy over 
home rule shown by the average Eng- 
lish elector, This | morning's Dally 
Telegraph (unionist) in appealing for 
serious consideration of the grave situ- 
ation in Ireland, says: 

“The active and earnest preparations 
for ‘armed conflict upon which the 
whole of Ireland, North and South, is 
fixed, might as well be going: on tn 
Madagascar or Manritius instead of in 
Great Britain's sister island for all. the 
interest they appear to be arousing 
among the great mass of educated men 
and women who do not habitually fol- 
low public affairs.”

Claims He Had No ( Other Inter-

ADMITS BEING GOOD 
FRIEND TO ‘ROUNDERS’ 


Alderman May, On Oath, De-

William W heeler, Jate manager 
of the Dominion club, and one of 
the principal figures in the police 
investigation proceedings, was on 
the stand at the inquiry today. 

O. M. Biggar, K.C. asked 
Wheeler if he understood that any 
evidence he gave at the investi- 
gation would not be used against 
him in regard to subsequent pro- 
ceedings, except as to proceedings 
for perjury in connection with any 
untruthful statements. Wheeler 
said he understood this and would 
have no objection to answering 
any questions, 

Wheeler said he got to know 
Lancey through going to him over 
being held-up and his diamonds, 
worth $1,500, stolen. After that 
he used to discuss with Lancey 
three or four times a week, either 
at the police station or at the Do- 
minion club, the conditions 
garding open houses of ill fame in 
the city. He denied that he had 
any other interest than that of an 
ordinary citizen in the matter. 

Following the hold-up and theft 
of his diamonds, Wheeler said he 
accused Detective Coleman of 
knowing the thief and refusing to 
arrest him. Witness believed the 
man who handled the diamonds 
after they were stolen was Harry 
Smith, Carmen Daily’s man. 

Witness said he had no interest 
in the gambling joint next to the 
Dominion club, other than being 
a friend of Freddy Kearns, the pro- 
prietor. He also said that he was 
sore at being held up because 
he had always been a good friend 
to gamblers and men who follow- 
ed race meets—men_ generally 
known as “rounders,” and thought 
he should have been exempt. He 
did not think the police treated 
him squarely in the matter, 

Alderman May denied emphati- 
cally, on the stand, that he had 
been present at a meeting in May- 
or McNamara’s oflice when A. C 
Lancey was present and the mor- 
ality question was discussed. He 
said he had certain ideas as to how 
the problem should be handled, 
having lived in New York and 
knowing how the problem was 
handled there and in Paris and 
Vienna, but he knew that the crim- 
inal code of Canada prohibited the

who make annual pilgrimages to the 
Swiss Alps will learn with pleasure that 
the Jungfrau Railroad company has re- 
started its “polar service of sleigh 
riders” at the great Aletseli glacier, in 
the hearts of the Swiss Alps, which was 
inaugurated last summer with consid- 
erable success. 

The sledges are drawn by Eskimo 
dogs imported from the polar regions, 
These have now spent the last two 
years amid the ice and snow of the 
Jungfrau and have been trained by a 
Laplander. Swiss guides, however, take 
charge of the excursion parties over the 
gfeaf Aleteth glacief, the “lafgeft in 
Switzerland, across the “ice road” to 
the “bottom” of the Marjelen Lake, 
which is situated at a height of nearly 
8,000 feet above the sea. 

The five or eix hours’ travel is ex- 
actly like a trip In the polar regions, 
Without the danger, and at its end a 
railway train Is found waiting to bring 
the voyagers back to the valley, The 
visitor in his comfortable sleigh is in- 
| closed by high peaks, under virgin 
snow and ice which never melt, but he 
has to hurry his Eskimo doge not to 
llose his Alpine train This region was 
visited only by strong Alpine climbers 
until a Tew years ago, but it is now
